With a full color range, ex­ 
cepting blue shades, they are 
best planted in mass beds with 
solid color borders of dwarf 
marigolds, dwarf celosia. dwarf 
petunias, or dwarf ageratum.

The growth of the dwarf 
dahlia Is tidy enough to make 
them Weal for use in narrow 
beds of 18" or more in width 
or for planting against a house 
or wall. In such cramped quar­ 
ters a border planting should 
not be used as the dahlias will 
crowd out th« lower growing 
border plants.

Dwarf dahlias do well In pots 
and can be used as an inexpen­ 
sive indoor blooming house 
plants for periods up to two 
weeks.

Better yet. they are .useful for 
patio planters or other condi­ 
tions where soil volume is lim­ 
ited and cultivation is at a 
minimum.

As these plants are grown 
from seed, you will find inter­ 
esting flower types from sin­ 
gle to fully double. Should you 
wish to retain a particular 
plant that you like especially 
well, late this fall you can save 
tubers from this variety by 
digging and storing as you'do 
the larger type dahlias.

City'sxWater 
District No. 3 
Notes Growth

In 1951 the Torrano* Muni­ 
cipal WatPr District servpd 
5,832 residents. Since then the 
figure has risen to 13.701.

This growth is expected to 
continue. New service areas 
within the cily will probably be 
added from time to time. Even­ 
tually the municipal water dis­ 
trict hopes 1o service the whole 
city, purchasing the facilities of 
the five water suppliers now 
operating.

So stated Angun McVicar. su­ 
perintendent of the Torrance 
Municipal Water District No. 3.

Plans for necessary additions 
and the expansion of present 
plant facilities are being made 
now to be paid for out of re\-p- 
nue rather than additional bond 
issues. McVicar stated.

The district office is located 
on Cravens ave. near El Prado 
and has recently undergone con­ 
siderable modernizing.

"The water dlstHH Is In ex­ 
cellent financial condition and 
in being operated efficiently 
with a minimum staff," Mc­ 
Vicar Mild. "Modern equip­ 
ment la used In Hie. field and 
modern methods and ma­ 
chine* In the office."
The story of Toi ranee's wa­ 

ter supply goes back to 1912 
when the Domingue/. Land co. 
formed the Torrance Water. 
Light and Power co. to furnish 
water to the newly established   
city. !

Water was obtained from the | 
Domingue/ Water corp. through 
two connections from their utill 
existing 33-inch main in Carson 
street.

City Take* Over
In 1928 this company was sold 

to the Pacific Water Co. of San 
Mateo, who operated it until De­ 
cember 24. 1934, when the city 
of Torrance took over as the 
Torrance Municipal Improve­ 
ment District No. 1. Two wells 
were drilled and the system was 
overhauled with the balance of 
the $400.000 bond Issue author­ 
ised when the district was voted 
in. in 1D30.

In 1946 the Torrance Muni­ 
cipal Water District No. 1. 
wiiich is the area south of 'Se- 
pulveda blvd. and west of Cren- 
shaw. was formed and bonds 
voted in the amount of $150,000. 
The Quandt Water co. wa» pur­ 
chased and some new mains, 
along with a supply line from

the Metropolitan Water District 
of Southern California, were 
constructed.

Also, in 1946, the Torrance 
Municipal Water District No. 2, 
consisting of the area north of 
190th street, was formed wit'h a 
bond issue of $174.000. New 
ma HIS and a Metropolitan Wa­ 
ter District connection were 
constructed with this money.

These three districts were 
operated as separate units, both 
physically and financially, and 
charged different rates for 
water.

Ristrict'K Consolidated
Finally, in 1952. the Torrance 

Municipal Water District No. 3, 
which consolidated t'he former 
three districts and added some 
areas, was formed and a bond 
issue of $2.000,000 was voted.

With this money extensive 
feeder mains and storage facili­ 
ties were constructed and sev­ 
eral miles of distribution mains 
were added or replaced.

This put the entire system in 
first class condition and has en­ 
abled the distinct to serve areas 
of the city that were not ac­ 
cessible before.

The waier rate was Increased 
and made identical in all dis­ 
tricts and all local taxes levied 
for the several districts' bonds 
were discontinued and are now 
paid from revenue.
